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Council fails to meet all of its 
allocated road safety targets 


DORSET County Council (DCC) has failed over the past 
12 years to reach every one of its annual government tar¬ 
gets for reducing the number of people killed or seriously 
injured on its roads. The failure is unique amongst Eng¬ 
land’s 34 shire counties. 

The figures were revealed as a survey was published 
which found that nearly half of local residents believe the 
county’s roads are too dangerous. The poll was carried 
out for localpeople.co.uk. It also found that more than 20 
per cent feel they cannot survive without a car but are put 
off going into towns because of high parking charges. 

Figures analysed by the Dorset Campaign to Protect 
Rural England (CPRE) show that between 1999 and 
2010, 357 were killed and 3,155 seriously injured on the 
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roads of Dorset. This is 43 more killed and 405 more se¬ 
riously injured than would have been the case if the coun¬ 
cil’s targets had been met. 

The statistics also show that Dorset has recorded the 
worst performance of any shire county in meeting targets 
for reducing the number of children killed or seriously in¬ 
jured. It has failed to meet its target in eight out of 12 
years. Dorset’s cumulative target for the period 1999- 
2010 was not to exceed 222 children killed or seriously 
injured. The actual number recorded was 251. No other 
county has failed to reach its cumulative target. 

Dr David Peacock, who analysed the figures for the 
Dorset CPRE said that in the past the council has blamed 
its poor road safety record on Dorset’s relative lack of 
dual carriageway road. 

“There has never been any significant evidence to sup¬ 
port this view and statistical analysis has shown that only 
five per cent of failure to reduce casualties can be attrib¬ 
uted to this effect, leaving 95 per cent to be explained by 
other causes,” he said. 

Dr Peacock is not critical of the team of road safety of¬ 
ficers the county has. He says the problem is that the team 
and its initiatives have been starved of resources. 

Robert Smith, road safety education manager at DCC, 
said: “The council and its partner organisations within 
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Dorset Road Safe have worked hard to turn around what 
was once a poor record of road safety compared with 
other areas of the country. 

“In recent years, the number of casualties on the 
county’s roads has fallen. This downward trend coincides 
with the introduction of the award-winning 'no excuse' 
campaign. Launched in January 2010 it targets the main 
behaviours that cause injuries including distractions, such 
as the use of handheld devices, excessive speed, not wear¬ 
ing a seatbelt, and the influence of drink and drugs. 

“The majority of road crashes involve human error and 
our aim is to positively influence people’s behaviour in 
order to reduce death and injury on our roads. We do this 
through a combination of enforcement, education and en¬ 
gineering. 

“Road safety is everyone’s responsibility and we need 
the support of all road users if we are to continue to see a 
downward trend in road crashes.” 
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EVER heard of "Frolic"? 

This increasingly popular DJ collective bring a 
sense of unadulterated fun to their monthly 
disco. It has everything to do with the fusion of 
the three DJs and the people who turn up to make 
it happen on the dance floor. 

Claire Shilton, aka "Crumpet Claire" is one of 
those DJ's and she is also a freelance graphic de¬ 
signer. 

Here she tells us how Frolic came to be and how 
music and design have shaped her life. 

Originally form Portsmouth, Claire is 47-years- 
old and now lives in Bridport. 

Frolic takes place on a Thursday every month at 
the Conservative Club, North Street, Bridport. 


■ HOW did you become a DJ? 

When I left art college, in the 80s, I worked in a live 
music venue in Portsmouth. I loved promoting live 
music and I liked the way the venue was run which was 
very all-inclusive. I wanted to have a go at DJ-ing be¬ 
cause I was an “indie chick” and the music I loved 
wasn’t being played in the venue and they gave me that 
chance. 

■ WHERE did the name 'Crumpet Claire' come 
from? 

At 401 was living in Ipswich in Suffolk. Again, I found 
there was nowhere I could go to dance to the music I en¬ 
joyed. By then I was a freelance graphic designer and I 
started doodling about what sort of a club night I’d have 
and I came up with the idea of “Club Crumpet” which 
is slightly saucy but still somehow fun and innocent. I 
fell into a community radio station who gave me my 
own show with the remit “to play tunes not played on 
mainstream media”. Here, I was in my element and my 
programme was called “Crumpet Radio”. It was there I 
became known as Crumpet Claire. 

■ HOW did you end up in Bridport? 

A friend of mine invited me down to stay and during the 
four days I was here I felt totally at home, I didn’t know 
there was still somewhere like this in England. I loved 
the undulating countryside and walk to the coast, the in¬ 
dependent shops, the market days and the vintage quar¬ 
ter at St Michael’s Trading Estate - everything seemed 
to work in harmony rather than in competition and I 
made a vow to move here. 

■ HOW did Frolic come in to being? 

Although there is a vibrant arts scene in Bridport, yet 



again, I found there wasn’t anywhere for me to go and 
dance. I was introduced to two other DJs Special KK 
(Kathy Kelly), and DR Funk (Mitch Norman). When the 
three of us got together we were trying to think of a 
name which conjured up the same kind of smile on your 
face that crumpet did. Frolic popped into my head and 
the others agreed. We wanted to put the onus on having 
fun in a place to dance the night away. The people who 
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come get this and are active in contributing to the lovely 
atmosphere which, has at times made me ache with 
laughter. 

■ HOW do the three of you DJs operate as a collec¬ 
tive? 

We all still love music and have the desire to share it 
with others and we bring different skills; I design the 
publicity, Kathy makes great props and Mitch provides 
the equipment and vintage lighting. Alongside our 
unique collections of music we bring something to the 
event that compliments each other. I would say I am 
more comedy/art house/political. As someone who is 
used to working on her own and making a lot of singular 
decisions, it’s been a real education and it’s nice to be 
working collaboratively because you share the respon¬ 
sibility. 

■ WHAT do you do when you are not Frolic-ing? 

I’m also a graphic designer. I love visual communication 
and I like to promote things that I am passionate about 
- anything from the environment to mental health 
awareness, the arts and small businesses and of course 
live music. That’s where I see value in what I do. 

■ WHERE can we see your work? 

I got a most extraordinary brief recently to design a ban¬ 
ner “to make people smile in my doorway”. It was to 
promote the fact that there is a new local pet shop, that 
also sells records in the back room. A dream job that was 
completely bonkers but very Bridport. There’s often a 
piece of my work on the notice board at Bucky Doo 
Square usually promoting a gig or two and the arts. I de¬ 
signed the children’s activity sheets for a catering com¬ 
pany in all the Tate Galleries. It’s still in print seven 
years later and I had one thrust in my hand (half fin¬ 
ished) whilst in Good News in Bridport. 

■ WHICH three famous musicians would you most 
love to "Frolic" with? 

There are so many musicians I respect but I have soft 
spots for Arthur Lee of Love, Danielle Dax, and Poly¬ 
styrene from X-Ray Specs. They have all enriched my 
life enormously.

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Esther, 80, appalled at dangers 
for those with limited mobility 


WHEELCHAIR and mobility scooter 
users in Dorchester are being placed in 
danger at some locations - according to 
80-year-old Esther Rose. 

She says she was appalled at what she 
found after moving from Gillingham to 
the county town earlier in the year. 

“You would have thought a bigger place 
like Dorchester would be better for peo¬ 
ple like me who have to use mobility 
scooters, but Gillingham is much, much 
better,” said Esther as she took me on a 
tour near her town centre home to explain 
what she has to experience. 

Amongst her complaints are the design 
of lowered pavements in Trinity Street 
which, as she demonstrated, forces mo¬ 
bility scooter and wheelchair users out 
into the oncoming traffic because of the 
way the ramps are designed and angled. 

Other issues include lowered sections 
between parked cars which means that 
scooter users have no option but to edge 
out, without being able to see the traffic, 
and hope for the best. 

And when Esther wants to use the Co¬ 
op she if more often than not forced out 
into the road again because the pavement 
is often blocked by parked cars. 

To top all that she has discovered that 
certain routes outside the town centre are 
un-usable because there are no lowered 
sections at all - resulting in long diver¬ 
sions “I went to Dorset County Council 
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to tell them about the problems and to see 
what they could do, but they told me to go 
to West Dorset District Council, which I 
did. That was over a month ago and they 
haven’t got back to me yet. It’s really dis¬ 
appointing.” 

She also went to Dorchester Town Coun¬ 
cil - only to find she was unable to get into 
the building although a member of staff did 
come outside to see her and promised to 
relay her concerns to whoever is responsi¬ 
ble. 

Mrs Rose is asking the district council to 
use some of the money it has been given 
by developers currently building in the 
town to improve access for those with mo¬ 
bility difficulties. 

“It’s not just me. There are many other 
elderly people around here who I see hav¬ 
ing problems as well. The councils have 
spent quite a lot of money on play equip¬ 
ment for youngsters. They should consider 
older people as well.” 

But despite her difficulties in getting 
around Mrs Rose says she does like Dorch¬ 
ester and has found people very helpful and 
friendly - if a little slow in responding to 
her requests for help.

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Black hole deficit 
for pension pot 
of DCC workers 


DORSET’S biggest pension scheme for 
local authority workers is over £300mil- 
lion in deficit. 

The Dorset County Council pension 
pot black hole is enough to cost every¬ 
one in the county £753 each. 

The TaxPayers’ Alliance, which has 
investigated the shortfalls, claims that 
nationally pension funds held by each 
local authority in the country amount to 
a national deficit of £54billion, which it 
claims taxpayers are ultimately liable 
for. 

The Dorset figures show a deficit of 
almost £305million, with assets of 
around £460million compared to liabil¬ 
ities of £765million for the financial 
year 2010/11. 

West Dorset District Council’s pen¬ 
sion deficit is over £19m and Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland Borough Council’s 
is more than £25million. Both are part 
of the County Council scheme. 

Said a spokesman for the TaxPayers’ 
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Alliance: “With an ageing population 
and a crisis in the public finances, gen¬ 
erous final salary schemes like the 
LGPS are inflexible and too expensive, 
and need urgent reform... the situation 
remains worse than two years ago.” 

A Dorset County Council spokesman 
admitted that the fund currently has a 
forecasted excess but claimed that the 
£305million “ is not a measure of the 
future cost to taxpayers.” 

“The employer cost of the local gov¬ 
ernment pension scheme is currently 
seven per cent of the council’s expendi¬ 
ture, only 30 per cent of which is funded 
by council tax. 

“Deficits are growing because people 
are living longer and the UK is still re¬ 
covering from the financial crisis in 
2008.

LACK of water is a serious worry 
for Dorset’s wildlife this year, ac¬ 
cording to the county’s largest con¬ 
servation organisation. 

Dorset Wildlife Trust (DWT) is 
concerned about the effects of the 
prolonged dry spell on a wide range 
of wildlife that depends on rivers, 
ponds and wetland habitats. 

Sarah Williams, DWT conserva¬ 
tion officer, said: “We now have re¬ 
strictions on our water use and our 
rivers and their wildlife are in trou¬ 
ble. 

“Several small streams are already 
drying up and parts of the winter¬ 
bournes have not flowed at all this 
winter. It is vitally important that we 
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all take saving water seriously now. 
This is something that everybody 
can do to help save our rivers and all 
the wildlife associated with them.” 

The lack of water will affect white 
clawed crayfish, water voles, am¬ 
phibians and wading birds, all of 
which will struggle to find food in 
dry conditions. 

Sarah added: “DWT is working to 
improve the health of our rivers by 
restoring natural rivers, reducing 
pollution and planting trees to in¬ 
crease shade and stability as part of 


the Dorset Wild Rivers Project. 

“This should help them to be more 
resilient to both drought and flood.” 

She says that people who want to 
help in a practical way can offer to 
volunteer to help remove alien plants 
while everyone should be seriously 
considering how they can save water. 

DWT is supporting the new Love 
your River campaign, backed by 
Defra, the National Trust, the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency, Keep Britain Tidy, 
water companies and Waterwise, to 
promote the value and benefits of 
rivers.

This reflects the downward trend in the South West, 
which has seen the number of non-fatal major injuries 
among employees drop to 2,120 in 2010-11 from 2,232. 

To help even more organisations improve their safety 
record, St John Ambulance is offering three places for the 
price of two on selected health and safety courses until 
the end of 2012. 

Included in the offer are the IOSH (Institution of Occu¬ 
pational Safety and Health) working safely and managing 
safely courses, Health and safety basics and the British 
Safety Council Level 2 certificate in risk assessment. 

The next four-day IOSH managing safely course is 
being held at St John Ambulance’s Poole training centre 
from April 24th to 27th with a further course in Decem¬ 
ber. There will be a course in Dorchester from October 
16th to 18th. 

It is for people who are responsible for managing re¬ 
sources and risk in compliance with their organisation's 
policy and best practice in health and safety. 

Delegates will leam safety management, active and re¬ 
active monitoring, risk assessment and risk control, re¬ 
views and auditing, health and safety legislation and 
about general and organisation specific hazards. 

Assessment is based on project work and a final assess¬ 
ment. Successful candidates receive an IOSH accredited 
certificate. 

David Blackmore, a health and safety trainer for St John 
Ambulance in the South West, said: “IOSH managing 
safely teaches supervisors and managers about the health 
and safety procedures that they really need to know. 

“This course includes first class straightforward tech¬ 
nical content, based on what delegates need to know in 
practice, as well as clear scenarios that managers can re¬ 
late to and which often arise in the work place. ’

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Artists display work reflecting Hardy 


THREE artists reflect on the landscape of 
Thomas Hardy’s Wessex in a new exhibi¬ 
tion at the County Museum. 

The contemporary works, including 
charcoal drawings, prints, steel etchings 
and oil paintings are produced by Rob 
Pountney, Dave Gunning and David In- 
shaw. 

Each has selected works which show 
their varied and eclectic response to the 
places described in Hardy’s fictionalised 
Wessex. The works focus attention on the 
physical and atmospheric qualities of the 
landscape, in much the same way that 
Hardy used prose to generate melodrama 
and set the scene in his work. 

Rob Pountney has always been fasci¬ 
nated by Thomas Hardy’s work, and this 
intensified during his study of fine art and 
later doctoral research work in English lit¬ 
erature. The use of dramatic contrasts of 
light and shade in his work captures the 
striking visual aspects of the geological 
and archaeological features of the Wessex 
landscape, and his interpretation of 
Hardy’s response to them. 

Dave Gunning, who won Year of the 
Artist Award in 2000-2001, is an excep¬ 
tionally fine artist, who has spent more 
than 25 years studying the prehistoric 
landscape in the West Country. Thomas 
Hardy lived and travelled amongst the 
monuments Gunning has captured on 
paper and steel for this exhibition. 

Thomas Hardy has also been a key fig¬ 
ure in the work of one of Britain’s leading 
contemporary artists, David Inshaw. His 
works are mainly large oil paintings etch¬ 
ings and drawings. 

The exhibition will be at Dorset County 
Museum from Saturday, April 21st to June 
16th. Entry is free.

Trio embark on 


'holiday'

IT might not be everyone’s idea of 
a holiday - but three men from the 
Dorchester area are giving up al¬ 
most all their annual leave to cycle 
from Athens to Weymouth. 

The marathon adventure will take 
around four weeks during which 
time the intrepid trio will ride for 
around 2,000 miles. 

Their journey will raise money 
for Julia’s House and the Scouts. 

Unlike other marathon events the 
three are completely unsupported 
without any back-up and will have 
to carry everything they need, in¬ 
cluding camping equipment. 

“I must admit I’m now at the 
stage where I’m feeling a little ap¬ 
prehensive - four weeks and that 
kind of mileage now seems like 
quite a big ask and there’s no guar¬ 
antee we will make it,” said Barry 
Thomas (52), a Dorchester Prison 
instructor. 

Joining him will be fellow in¬ 
structor Roger Williamson (59) and 
Alan Lawton (45) who works for 
the MoD at Bovington. 

In training the three have been 
covering 50 to 60 miles at a time, 
averaging around 12 miles an hour, 
but they know that the mountains 
will slow them down and make 
their planned average of 75 to 80 
miles a day difficult to achieve at 
times. 

Their schedule does include a 
hilly day of around 50 miles but on 
the flat, through France, they do 
have one day where there will be 
expecting to cover 94 miles. 

Their journey starts by flying to 


Athens on May 4th with the team 
hitting the road the next day. If all 
goes well they will be back in time 
for the Queen’s Jubilee Celebra¬ 
tions. 

The route goes through the Greek 
mountains to Olympia and then to 
the most northern reaches of Greece 
where they catch a ferry to the east 
coast of Italy and continue north, 
eventually crossing over the Alps 
into France. 

The three deny that their trip is 
anything like a mid-life crisis but as 
Barry says: “It’s the sort of thing 
that if you don’t do it soon, when do 
you do it?” 

He says each have been lucky 


enough to have the support of their 
employers who have allowed them 
to block-book a month of leave. 

Barry continued: “We all enjoy the 
occasional ride on a bike and it just 
seemed like a good idea with a nice 
Olympic theme, just right for 2012. 

“It also occurred to us that it 
would be nice to raise some cash for 
Julias House, a local childrens’ hos¬ 
pice who are really struggling for 
funds at the moment, and we could¬ 
n’t think of a more sensible way to 
help them out.”

New Thomas Hardy exhibition 
set for Dorset County Museum 

Landscapes of Thomas Hardy's Wessex • April 21st - June 16th 


‘LANDSCAPES of Thomas Hardy’s 
Wessex’ is an exhibition of contem¬ 
porary works, including charcoal 
drawings, prints, steel etchings and 
oil paintings, by Rob Pountney, Dave 
Gunning and David Inshaw. 

They depict the spectacular land¬ 
scapes and ancient archaeological 
sites that feature in the novels and 
poems of Thomas Hardy. 

Each artist has selected specific 
works which show their varied and 
eclectic response to the places de¬ 
scribed in Hardy’s fictionalised 
‘Wessex’. 

The works focus attention on the 
physical and atmospheric qualities of 
the landscape, in much the same way 
that Hardy used prose to generate 
melodrama and set the scene in his 
work. 

By personally selecting a small 
number of key pieces from their 
huge bodies of work, these artists 
give a unique glimpse into their own 
reactions to their art. They are show¬ 
ing what they consider to be their 
most revealing and emotional re¬ 
sponses to a landscape they have got 
to know intimately, both through 
Hardy and through their own experi¬ 
ence of it. 

Rob Pountney is a highly accom¬ 
plished artist who has always been 
fascinated by Thomas Hardy's work, 
and this intensified during his study 
of fine art and later doctoral research 


work in English literature. 

The use of dramatic contrasts of 
light and shade in his work captures 
the striking visual aspects of the ge¬ 
ological and archaeological features 
of the Wessex landscape, and his in¬ 
terpretation of Hardy’s response to 
them. 

Dave Gunning, awarded Year of 
the Artist Award in 2000-2001 by the 
British Arts Council, is an exception¬ 
ally fine artist, who has spent more 
than 25 years studying the prehistoric 
landscape in the West Country, par¬ 
ticularly the ancient monuments 
within the World Heritage Site of 
Stonehenge and Avebury. 

Gunning’s work goes far further 
than recording their existence and 
captures their spiritual and mystical 
presence, often in highly charged at¬ 
mospheric environments. 

Thomas Hardy lived and travelled 


amongst the monuments Gunning 
has captured on paper and steel for 
this exhibition. 

Thomas Hardy has also been a key 
figure in the work of one of Britain’s 
leading contemporary artists, David 
Inshaw. 

His works are mainly large oil 
paintings etchings and drawings, and 
one of his most famous pictures ‘The 
Badminton Game’, painted in his 
Devizes studio, caught the public 
imagination at its debut exhibition in 
1972. 

This piece is one of a number of 
pictures painted soon after his move 
to Wiltshire, and is inspired partly by 
his discovery of Thomas Hardy. 

The exhibition runs at Dorset 
County Museum from April 21st to 
June 16th.

A PATRIOT'S PRAYER 

This precious island country, this verdant land sublime: 
Its strengths, its laws, its charity, have stood the test of 
time. 

No foreign land could break you or bend you to its will, 
Nor puppet, slave, could make you, or alien ways instil. 
England! Oh My England! Again you stand alone, 

To save your soul, your freedom, your 
honour and your throne. 

Awake! You folk of England! This war 
will shed no blood, 

But envy, greed, vindictiveness will 
drown you in its flood. 

Arise then, dear youth of England - your hands 
yet hold its fate 

And change the way the tide now flows 
before it is too late! 

It is a strange coincidence of history that William 
Shakespeare, one of the greatest Englishmen that ever 
lived, was born and also died on St George's Day. Each 
year, when I send out my St George's cards they always 
include this famous verse from Richard II (Act 2, Scene 
1). The words are spoken by the dying John of Gaunt 
to his brother Edmund (both uncles of the king). 

This royal throne of kings, this sceptred isle, 

This earth of majesty, this seat of Mars, 

This other Eden, demi-paradise, 

This fortress built by nature for herself 
Against infection and the hand of war, 

This happy breed of men, this little world, 

This precious stone set in the silver sea, 

Which serves it in the office of a wall, 

Or as a moat defensive to a house, 


Against the envy of less happier lands, 

This blessed plot, this earth, this realm, this England. 

A moment later, in the same speech, Gaunt utters 
these words: 

This land of such dear souls, this dear dear land, 
Dear for her reputation through the world, 

Is now leased out, I die pronouncing it, 

Like to a tenement or pelting farm: 

England, bound in with the triumphant sea 
Whose rocky shore beats back the envious siege 
Of watery Neptune, is now bound in with shame, 

With inky blots and rotten parchment bonds: 

That England, that was wont to conquer others, 
Hath made a shameful conquest of itself. 

Ah, would the scandal vanish with my life, 

How happy then were my ensuing death! 

John of Gaunt's sentiments are much the same as 
today's patriots as they watch our present day politi¬ 
cians giving away, piece by piece, the power of the 
English to govern themselves. 

Many of you will remember the comedian Charlie 
Chester (1914-1997), who hosted Sunday Soapbox on 
BBC Radio Two for about 20 years. I believe that even 
the Queen listened in. In any event she made him an 
MBE in 1990. 'Cheerful' Charlie was a patriot too and 
penned this. 

ST GEORGE'S FLAG 

Today, I saw St George's Flag fluttering from a mast, 

It waved in recognition to the glories of the past. 

It beckoned to the future, and seemed to say aloud, 

'If you should be an Englishman Look Up... 
my son... be proud', 

Let Hope still be your anvil and courage be your forge... 
And, come what may, let men still say...

WEYMOUTH College has se¬ 
cured £99,218 of Olympic 
legacy funding from Sport 
England's Inspired Facilities 
Fund, a £135 million Places 
People Play legacy pro¬ 
gramme that is bringing the 
magic of a home Olympic and 
Paralympic Games into com¬ 
munities across the country. 

The project is one of 350 
local community sports 
groups who have been of¬ 
fered a total of £17.4 million in 
Olympic legacy funding 
through the Inspired Facilities 
Fund. 

The funding will enable the 
college to refurbish two sports 
hall roofs at the Redlands 
Community Sports Hub and 
Weymouth College Sport Cen¬ 
tre, flooring repairs and under¬ 
ground rainwater harvesting 
at its Redlands site. 

The college also plan to pur¬ 
chase table tennis tables and 
equipment for use at its two 
sites to develop new opportu¬ 


nities for juniors and adults 
working closely with the local 
Table Tennis League. 

Sport England's Chair, 
Richard Lewis, said: "This in¬ 
vestment will create a fantas¬ 
tic sporting legacy for 
Weymouth. It shows we're of¬ 
fering the legacy that people 
want for their local commu¬ 
nity. 

For hundreds of clubs and 
tens of thousands of people, 
2012 will be the year their 
local sports facilities got bet¬ 
ter." 

Ben Heath, Sports Develop¬ 
ment Officer at the college 
said: "We are delighted to se¬ 
cure one of the first Inspired 
Facilities grants. 

"We are committed to en¬ 
gaging with all our surround¬ 
ing communities. 

"This grant will enable us to 
make the necessary refurbish- 
ments to our facilities and en¬ 
sure the community have 
access to high quality sporting 


provision now and in to the fu¬ 
ture, providing an accessible 
2012 Olympic legacy for all." 

The investments will breathe 
new life into tired facilities that 
can be unattractive to sports 
participants, difficult to main¬ 
tain and run. Grants have also 
been offered to convert exist¬ 
ing buildings into venues that 
are suitable for grassroots 
sport and to allow local clubs 
to buy the facilities they use. 

Nick Lockwood, Facilities 
and Planning Manager of 
Sport England South West 
said "It's a long overdue award 
from Sports England to Red¬ 
lands Community Sports Hub 
and hopefully it will help to 
improve the facilities they al¬ 
ready have and for future 
sport facility plans." 

Places People Play is being 
delivered by Sport England 
who are working in partner¬ 
ship with the British Olympic 
Association (BOA) and the 
British Paralympic Association 


(BPA) with the backing of The 
London Organising Commit¬ 
tee of the Olympic Games and 
Paralympic Games (LOCOG) 
and the London 2012 Inspire 
mark. 

The announcement was wel¬ 
comed by the Local Govern¬ 


ment Association. Cllr Chris 
White, Chair of its Culture, 
Tourism and Sport Board, said: 
"In spite of budget pressures, 
councils are striving to keep 
supporting local sports clubs 
and want to work with them 
in creating a lasting and 


meaningful Olympic and Par¬ 
alympic legacy. 

"This much-needed funding 
will hopefully act as a catalyst 
to further strengthen local 
partnerships between coun¬ 
cils and sports clubs and get 
more people playing sport."

Already missing Tom Nicholls who has re¬

However he was beaten by his own team 
mate midway through the half when Martin 
looking to clear a dangerous cross from David 
Wheeler only succeeded in helping it in the 
net beyond Critchell. 

After Sam Malsom had wasted the Magpies 
best chance of the game by heading Walker's 
nod back straight at Potter, Critchell produced 


another good save, this time from Gareth Ris- 
berger. 

But he had no chance soon after when the 
striker produced an unstoppable shot that 
fizzed past the stand-in gloveman to complete 
the scoring. 

Simpkin said afterwards: "Anything that 
could go wrong did. They didn't deserve to 
win by three goals but they made the most of 
their good fortune. 

"It was difficult. No one likes to lose and I 
wanted to finish the season well but events 
have conspired against us to say the least and 
any good fortune I have had in the past has 
certainly been returned in the last 10 days" 

"Sometimes there is nothing you can do 
about it, but to be fair to our supporters they 
realised what the situation was and clapped 
us off at the end, and I was really chuffed that 
they made a point of letting us know that they 
knew that we had given our best in the cir¬ 
cumstances.
